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THE SOUTH SEEMS TO BE LEFT OUT 
The Di:e+t Tax Bill Again Thrown Over by 
Filibusters—-The New States to be 
Adimitted—Other News 
W axninoton,February 19{—Special.|--Gen- 
pral Harrison has apparently settled upon his 
future cabinet, as he is now making his prepa- 
rations tocofne to Washington... From what 
can be learned there are three positions which 
are not yet definitely settled. These are the 
position of postmaster gern ral, secretary of the 
pavy aud secretary of agriculture. The other 
five, the secretary of state, Mr. Blaine ; secre- 
tary of the treasury, Mr. Windom ; secretary of 
war, «x-Governor Rusk; secretary of the in- 
terior, General Noble, and attorney general, 

W.H. H. Miller, as practically settled. 

Mr. Wannamaker will unquestionably be a 
member of the cabinet, but it is yet among 
the possibilities that he will be secretary of 
pavy, and the head of the postofiice de- 
partment, the position which has here- 
tofore been generally regarded as 
the one he would occupy. The reas- 
ons for believing that such a change is 
probable is that hints eminating from Wash- 
ington are thrown out that hepresentative 
Thomas, who has been slat®d by the Indian- 
apolis correspondents for secretary ,of the 
mavy, has doubts whether his health. will 
stand the arduous duties that the acceptance 
of a cabinet portfolio will entail. Captain 
Thomas declined to again be a candidate for 
congress by reason of poor health last sum- 
mer, and though he has greatly improved 
gince then, there is reason why he should dis- 
trust a recurrence in the future. 

OHIO WANTS A PLACE, 

The second reason is that Ohio expects a 
place im the cabinet, and ex-Goveroor Foster 
is the man most likely to be recognized. With 
the secretary of the treasury already selected, 
there is but one other position which Mr. 
Foster would be likely to accept, and that is 
that of postmaster-general. it is understood 
that this is his preference. To accomplish 
puch an arrangement Mr. Wanamaker can be 
transferred to the navy department. All the 
indications point to the fact that an effort has 
been inade to dislodge ex-Senator Windom 
from the proposed cabinet. The opposition 
has been credited tothe republicans of the 
northwest, and several gentlemen in Wash- 
ington have been mentioned as be- 
ing earnestly opposed to it. State- 
ments have gone out, and have been 
credited, that formal protests have been sent 
to Indianapolis. Senators Spooner, Sabin and 
Palmer have been credited with this unfriendly 
action, but this has been mainly guess work. 
In the first place Senator Spooner has urged 
the appointment of ex-Governor Rush to be 
pecretary of war,and it is preposterous to sup- 
pose that having accomplished this much, he 
would be impertive enough to interpose ob- 
jections to any of the other cabinet selections 
made by the president-clect. The denial of 
Mr. Spooner that he is in active opposition to 
Mr, Windom would settle the question any- 


how.

as secretary of agriculture, and he would not | 


be likely to draw the knife on another candi- 
date for reasons of propriety. These protests, 
if they have gone to Indianapolis, have been 
sent by members of the house, and not of the 
senate. The position in the proposed cabinet, 
surrounding which is the most doubt, is thatof 
secretary of agriculture. J’or some reason 
it has been assumed that this place is 
worthless to any man of ambition. Why this 
assumption should be general is not very clear, 
as the organization of the tew~- department 
promises to extend itself more generally 
throughout the country than any of the other 
departments, except the postofiice and the 
treasury. The circumstantial evidence bears 
out the assertion that Warner Miller will not 
accept the position, and it is certain that if it 
has been tendered him there are understand- 
ings to prevent further disagreements among 
the politicians of the empire state. The sug- 
gestion has been made thatif Mr. Miller goes 
into the cabinet Mr. Platt’s wishes will be ob- 
served to a generous extent in the distribution 
of the patronage relating the state of New 
York. If Mr. Millers appointment is condi- 
tional on such an arrangement as this, there 
‘an be no doubt but that he will not be the 
secretary of agriculture or secretary of any 
other executive department. 

THE APPOINTMENT OF EX-GOVERNOR RUSK 
to be secretary of war is regarded as equally 
positive as thatof Mr. Blaine or Mr. Wana- 
maker, It will be remembered that following 
the announcement that Governor Alger would 
not be socretary of war Senator Spooner de- 
clared that he would at once go to Indiana; iis 
to urge ex-Governor Rusk’s availability for 
the position, In the meantine assurance came 
from Indianapolis that the. ex-governor was a 
cortainty, and these assurances were suili- 
ciently convincing to prevent Mr. Spooner 
from going on the proposed trip.

The Direct Tax Bill. 

Today in the house was again consumed in 
filibustering. It was sgainst the conference 
report on the direct tax bill,andthat pet me.- 
ure was given another very black eye. When 
Mr. Caswell called up the conference report, 
Mr. Morse, of Massachusetts, and Mr MeMil- 
lan, of Tennessee, immediateiy cominenced 
filibastering to stave off its passage, at least, 
until tomorrow. If the bill had passed and 
gone to the president this afternoon, he would 
either have had to sign or vetoit. The ob- 
ject of the filibustering was to put off its pas- 
sage until tomorrow in order that the presi- 
dent, if he does not desire to veto it, may 
simply let it die in his hands, Under the con- 
stitution, ifa bill remains in the president's 
hands ten days without either his approval or 
a yeto, it becomes a law. But from tomor- 
row there remains 

ONLY NIN® DAYS OF THIS CONGRESS, 
and if the president did not sign the bill be- 
fore the 4th of March it dies. It was the 
object of the filibusterers who oppose the bill 
to give the presilent an opportunity to let it 
die if he does net desire to veto it, Colonel 
Oates and the o.her opponents of the measure, 
however, think the president will not allow 
the bill todie in his hands, but will veto it 
and return it with his reasons for the same. 
The filibusterers wiil probably let it go to the 
president tomorrow. 
The Territories. 

The committee of conference on the omnibus 
territorial bill will tomorrow report back favor- 
ably the bill to admit north and south Dakota, 
Montana and Washington. The bill provides 
for elections of state officers and congressmen 
in Octover, the president to issue his procla- 
mation announcing the result, and the four 
territories are, thereupon to be admitted under 
the bill as it came from the senate, provided 
for the admission of South Dakota, as soon as 
the constitution recently adopted shall be rat- 
ified. That would have given them represen- 
tation inthe probable extra session of con- 
eress, While the other three states could not 
have secured representation until the Decem- 
ber session. ‘Therefore Major Barnes, who isa 
member of the conference committee, insisted 
in the amendment that they should all come 
in together. 

The democrats have hopes of electing demo- 
oratic congressmen from Montana and Wash- 
ington, which will neutralize the election of 
republicans from the two Dakotas,

THE INQUIRY RESOLUTION 


Reported Back to the Senate—The Sundry 
Civil Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—Mr. Hoar, from 
the committee on privileges and elections, to 
which were referred the resolutions offered by 
Senators Chandler and Gibson for investigation 
of the recent elections in Louisiana and other 
states and meinorials as to political assassina- 
tions, reported them all back, (to be laid on the 
table) and also reported the original resolution 
instructing the committee on privileges and 
elections to ingalre whether in any state the 
free and-lawful expression of will of the peopie 
in the election of members of the fifty-first con- 
gress, and ascertaining the results thereof, has 
been prevented by violence, intimidation, fraud 
or other crime; and also to inquire into the re- 
cent election in Louisiana, in April, 1888, and 
whether that state has a republican form of 
government, the committee to report at the 
session to be held in December, 1859. 

_ Mr. Saulsbury, on behalf of the democratic 
members of the committee on privileges and 
elections, expressed utter dissent from the res- 
olution reported, on the ground that the senate 
had no jurisdiction over the question. 

The resolution was, on objection of Mr. Gor- 
man, laid over till tomorrow. 

THE DIRECT TAX REPORT. 

The senate proceeded to the consideration of 
Mr. Vest’s motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the conference. report on the direct tax 
bill was agreed to last Saturday. 

After speeches by Messrs. Vest and Blair 
upon the general subject of the bill and in 
opposition toit, and by Messrs. Harris and 
Morgan in favor of it, the motion to reconsider 
was rejected—yeas 5, nays 48. 

The senators yoting yea were Messrs. Berry, 
Blair, Call, Jones of Arkansas, Pugh, Reagan, 
Saulsbury and Vest. 

The conference report 10ow goes to the house 
for its action. The senate then proceeded to 
the consideration of the sundry civil appropri- 
ation bill. Among the amendments reported 
by the committee on appropriations and agreed 
to by the senate were the following: For pro- 
tecting the site of the postofiice building at 
Key West, Fla., $3,000; making appropria- 
tions for the lighthouse service steam tender 
forthe first lighthouse district, $85,000; for 
the second district, 850,000; Chincoteque buoy 
depot, ‘irginia, $1,250; Portsmouth depot, 
Virginia, (additional land), $10,000; Buchs 
bluff, near Ni rfolk, Va., $40,000; Diamond 
shoal, off Cape Hatteras, North Carolina, 
=500,000; North river North Carolina, $10,000; 
steamer for lighthouse service in North Caro- 
lina, $35,000; Hilton Head, South Carolina, 
<5. 000: Fernandina harbor, Florida, $1,750; 
Pascagoula river ranges, Mississippi, $1,000; 
tixing the total cost of library building at 
Washington, D.C., at ©5,500,000 exclusive of 
appropriations heretofore made: inserting an 
item of Sos, 45 for a sewerage 
system at Fort Monrte, Virginia.

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NOT MUCH BUSINESS DONE, 


The Direct Tax Bill Has a Hard Time in the 
House. 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—The first hour 
of the session of the house was occupied by re- 
ports from the printing committee and a num- 
ber of joint resolutions were passed, providing 
for printing various public documents. The 
house then went into committee of the whole 
on the postofiice appropriation bill. The pend- 
ing motion, offered by Mr. Cannon, of Lllinois, 
to strike out the paragraph regulating the sal- 
aries of assistant postmasters, was lost. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois moved to reduce to 
the minimum the salary of stenographers to 
postmasters from $1,200 to $800. 

Much objection was shown to this proposi- 
tion, principally by Messrs. Blount and Cum- 
mings, 

OATES DID NOT SIGN IT, 

Pending the discussion, the committee rose 
for the purpose of cecnsidering the con- 
ference report on the bill’ to re- 
pay the direct tax, which was _pre- 
sented by Mr. Caswell, who stated that Mr. 
Oates, of Alabama, had refused to sign the 
report. Mr. Oates was present when Mr. Cas- 
well submitted the report, and this fact- was 
called to Mr, Caswell’s attention, but that gen- 
tleman said thatin view of the necessity for 
early action on the conference report, he must 
demand the previous question. 

Then the famous deadlock of last session 
was recalled, Mr, Crisp raising a question of 
consideration, and Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, 
Breckinridge, of Kentucky, and MeMillin, of 
Tennessee, in quick succession interjecting 
motions to adjourn, to take a recess, and tofad- 
journ until Thursday. 

FILBUSTERING AGAIN, 

At this moment, Mr.. Oates entered the 
chamber and Mr. Caswell called attention to 
this fact, but his only response from the dem- 
octatic side was a loud demand for the regular 
order. 

The motion to adjourn till Thupsday having 
been voted. down, Mr. Morse, of Massa- 
clhiusetts, entered the ranks of the filbusterers 
with a motion to adjourn till Friday next. 

No quorum voted on Mr. Morse’s motion and 
a callof the house was ordered. Finding that 
it would be impossible to secure a vote on the 
conference report today, Mr. Caswell with- 
drew the matter from the consideration of the 
house, announcing that he would call it up to- 
morrow. : 

THE POSTOFFICK APPROPRIATIONS. 

The house then resumed, in committee of 
the whole, consideration of the postottice ap- 
propriation bill. 

The pending amendment reducing to $800 
a year the minimum salaries of stenographers 
to postmasters was defeated. : 

No further progress was made on the bill, 
and at5o’clock the committee rose, and the 
house took a recess till 7:30, the evening ses- 
sion to be for the consideration of business re- 
ported by the committee on military affairs. 

THE FUN AT NIGHT. 

The session of the house tonight was a_per- 
fect parody on legislation. It was called for 
the consideration of business reported 
from the committee on military affairs. The 
first bill called up was one appropriating $100,- 
000 for the erection of a monument at Fort 
Greene, Brooklyn, to the memory of the vic- 
tims of prison ships. 

Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, raised a point of no 
quurum against this measure, and it was with- 
drawn. But, although the bone of contention

ed, and Mr. Felix Campbell, of New 
irritated at the defeat bv one 
of a measure. in which he was 
specially interested, determined that 
no measure called up should receive favorable 
consideration.

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WIT THE COMMITTEES. 

The Omnibus Bill to bs: Reported—Cause of 
the Hitch in the House, Etc. 

WASHINGTON, February 19.—After many 
hourf of consultation, the conferees on the om- 
nibus territorial bill reacheda conclusion at 6b 
o'clock this evening and tonight 
Messrs. Platt and Springer are preparing 
a report to accompany the return of the 
bill to the two houses tomor- 
row. The bill, as agreed to by the conferees, 
tixes the names of the two Dakotas as North 
Dakota and South Dakota. The people of 
South Dakota are to vote upon the adoption of 
the Sioux Falls constitution on May i4th, and 
the location of the capital isto be settled by 
election, Onthe same date the residents of 
North Dakota, Washington * 
Montana may vote for 
election of delegates to the 
constitutional conventions and a full list of 
state officers, and on the first ‘buesday in Octo- 
ber the people may vote upon the constitutions 
proposed by the conventions, and if adopted 
after the president’s proclamaticn to that 
effect, the governors of each may order an 
election of members of the legislature and of 
representatives in congress. The legislatures 
may meet and elect two senators each in time 
to take their seats at the beginning of the reg- 
ular session of the 5lst congress in December 
next, at which time the representatives shall 
also be admitted to seats. These provisions 
apply also tosenators and representatives from 
South Dakota, 

WHY DELAY IS MADE. 

There is a suspicion in the minds of friends 
of the bill to repay the direct tax, that the 
lively opposition in the house to the receptior 
of the conference report on that bill today and 
the filibustering against its consideration were 
the result of an intimation from the president 
that he would prefer not to have to choose 
between an approval of the bill ora direct 
veto. If action on the billis delayed beyond 
tomorrow or if there should be a failure on the 
part of the senate committee on enrolled bilis 
to deliver the bill to the president before next 
Thursday. the way will be open for a ** pocket 
veto” or. in other words, the president may 
avail himself of his constitutional right to hoid 
the bill ten days, which would carry it over the

THAT’S WHAT PARNELL’S COUNSEL 
WISHES TV KNOW 


ABOUT THE LONDON TIMES’ ARTICLES 


“Paratliism and Crime’’—The Times 
Employes Professing Ignorance of the 
Authorship of the Articles. 
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Lonpvon, February 19.—The court room was 
crowded today when the Parnell commission 
resumed its sitting. Henry Labouchere, John 
Morley, George Shaw, Lefevre, and other 
prominent persons were present. 

Mr. MacDonald, manager of the Times, was 
the first witness called. He was cross-exam- 
ined by counselfor the Parnellites. He de- 
clined tosay whether he regarded the letters 
of the 9th of January and the 15th of May as 
the only important ones among the first five 
whieh Mr. Houston, secretary of the Irish 
Loyal and Patriotic union, handed to him. 
Presiding Justice Hannen sharply rebuked 
witness for his refusal, 

Mr. MacDonald, in reply to further ques- 
tions, said the letters had to be taken asa 
whole, and thatasa whole they were com- 
promising. He particularly avoided asking 
from what source the letters were obtained, 
because Mr. Houston said ho was bound to

| Secrecy, which he asked witness to respect. 
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PIGOTT’S HAND IN THE MATTER. 

Witness first knew that Pigott, a former ed- 
itorof the Irishman (newspaper), supplied 
them at about the time of the publication of 
the articles on ‘‘Parnellism and Crime’’ was 
begun. He didnot know that tho letters had 
been shown to the marquis of Hartington, who, 
he asserted, had nojhing, to do, directly or 
indirectly, with their publication. 

Mr. Houston showed witness, as tending to 
contirnf the genuineness of the writing, a letter 
written by Mr. Parnell to Mr. Pigott, which 
was not submitted to the experts, because it 
was private and coniidential, 

Witness said he forgot whether, when he 
submitted the Egan letters - to the 
expert, he also submitted other spcci- 
mens of Egan's writing. He could 
not be positive whether he then had actual 
specimens of Egan’s writing. He forgot 
what material he gave the expertto enable 
him to ascertain whether the letters were 
genuine. He was convinecd that the Egan 
and Parnell letters were genuine before the 
first article on ‘*Parneilism and Crime’’ was 
published by the Times. He did not think 
that the body of the letter of January % was in 
the writing of Campbell, Parnell’s secretary. 
He had not noticed any similarity between 
that and the Egan letters. 

HIGH-PRICED MANUSCRIPTS. 

The witness paid Houston £550 for the Par- 
nell letter of the 16th of June, and for Egan’s 
letter to Cary the total payments made to 
Houston amounted to £2,530, The payments 
were made by Walter’s checks drawn in favor 
of Soames, the Times solicitor. Houston 
did not bring the envelopes with the letters, 
The witness did not ask about.them, assuming 
that they had been destroyed. 

Mr. MacDonald said the Times statement 
that knives and firearms were kept in the 
league office in London was based On informa- 
tion supplied tothe writer of the article in 
which the statement was made. He did not 


know directly who wrote the article, and he , 


was not bound totell if he did know. The 
editor of the Times was responsible for the 
“statements made in the paper, and therefore 
*vunusel was not entitled to demand, by force, 
the names oi the contributors. 

Atthis point in the procecdings Mr. Par- 
nell, warmly enveloped in a long cloak, 
though the weather was mild, entered the 
courtroom and took a seat at the solicitor’s 
table. 

DEMANDING TAE NAME OF THE WRITER. 

Mr. Asquith, of counsel for Parnell, upheld 
that he was entitled to demand the name of 
the writer of the artitle, because he was bound 
to test the truth of such a grave statement. 

Sir Charles Russell supported Mr. Asquith, 
urging that the question was relevant. 

The court ruled that Mr. Asquith was enti- 
tled to investigate this matter, in order to as- 
certain the foundation of the statement. 

Witness said he could not name the writer 
without making inquiries. The ‘‘Parnellism 
and Crime’’ series of articles was pot written 
by one author: several persons contributed. 
Mr. Soames was misinformed when he stated 
that Mr. Flannigan wrote the series. If Mr. 
Asquith’s question had been put within six 
months after the appearance of the articles, 
wituess said he might have been 
enabled to name the writer. It 
was doubtful whether he could now, 
and as Mr. Asquith had mentioned the date of 
the article as June 13, 1586, witness was not 
sure that the statement was based upon infor- 
mation supplied to the writer. He never in- 
quired from what source the information was 
obtained. Thearticle accusing Mr. Parnell of 
supplying Byrne with funds with which to 
escape was based on a letter which Russell had 
admitted wAs authentic.

LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT 


To the Convention of the Tariff Reform 
Association, 

CuicaGco, February 19.—The convention of 
the American Tariff Reform association began 
business at Madison Street theater this after- 
noon, when John Z. White, secretary of the 
association, called the meeting to order. Only 
two hundred of six hundred delegates were 
present. Mr. White said that the object of the 
convention was to arouse popular sentiment on 
the question of reform in tariff. He then read 
a letter from President Cleveland, which fol- 
lows: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, January 24th, 
1:89.—John Z. White, Secretary, ete. Dear sir: I 
have received invitation of the tariff reform league 
to be present-at the convention oj the tariffreformers 
to be he!d in Chicago on the 19th, uth and 2Ist of 
February, 1889. I have also read the circular of the 
league accompanying this invitation, in which the 
objects and purposes of the propose iconvention are 
specially set forth. The scheme of practical and 
eficient work therein described meets with my 
hearty approval, and promises, it honestly 
edhered to, the most valuable aid in further- 
ance of a cause which is very -near 
to the interests and welfare of our people. The 
danger which we have to guard against isthe mis- 
leading of our countrymen by specious theories, 
cunnivgiy contrived and falsely offering to the 
th relief from the present burdens and the 
egitimate benctits of beneliceut rule under the saue- 
tion of free institutions, The declared purposes of 
your league will not be attained until all those in- 
terested in the economic question which is now 
pressed upon their attention are freed from ail 
sophistries and clouding failicies and until the sub- 
ject of tariff reform is presented to them asa topic 
involving the relief of the plain people of the land, 
in their homes, from mseless and unjust expense.

How Several Consuls on Their Own Kespoa 
sibility Have Assumed a Protecto- 
rate Over the Islands.

It having subsequently beety rumored, however,

EXCEEDED HIS INSTRUCTIONS, 

Accompanying this report was a dispatch from 
Mr. Fish to Mr. Steinberger, dated 6th of May, 1875, 
in which the former, referring to the allegation 
that Steinberger had promised the Samoans the 
protection of the United State:, said: 

“If this be as represented, it is much to be ree 
gretted, as ho such promise was made nor any hope 
of protectiou was held out by warrant of this gov 
ernment, and such promise, if made, was one which - 
this department, in the absence of a formal treaty, 
or of the sanction of congress, bad no right to author. 
ize you to make.’’ 

CONSUL GRIFFIN'S ACTION, 

In 1877 Mr. Colmsnil, then United States com. 
mercial agent at Apia, raised the United States (lag 
over the Samoan flag, but his act was not sustained 
by his government. Put more notable still wast 
similar raising of the American flag for the purpe 
of declaring protection in February, '73, wheu Griffin 
was United States consul at Apia. At thattim 
Momea, the Samoan who signed with Mr. Eva 
the treaty now existing between the United Stat 
and Samoa, was in this country, whither heh 
come, as bis people weil understood, for the ne 
tiation of a treaty of protection.

Mr. J. L. Dickey. general freight agent of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad: ‘‘All the 
railroads have been crowded of late, and there 
has been some unavoidable delay, but I don’t 
think there has baen enough to justify the 
wholesale groce 4 in going into the newspapers. 
Iam sorry that they have done that, for I 
don’t think it will do any good. The pressure 
on the yards has already been considerably re- 
lieyed and will soon be passed. Itis only a 
temporary inconvenience.

We have 
introduced a system of demurrage, charging 
fifty cents a day on cars after seventy-two 
hours. That charge is hardly enough, and 
parties take the risk of sale and pay the de- 
murrage for a few days, leaving cars to block 
the var rds 39 

**Would a belt line relieve the situation 

‘*Yes, that would do a great deal of good. [ 
think the transferrtng will eventually be done 
by a belt line or in yards outside the city.’’ 

Mr. J. J. Grirrin, general freight agent of 
the East Tennessee road: ‘There is no doubt 
that the roads have been very much crowded, 
but they have been doing the best they could 
and are getting inshape. The East Tennes- 
see is in good shape. We have magnificent 
yards, and we have a new yardmaster who has 
straightened out things. 

‘*The interests of the railroads and the mer- 
chants are mutual. It would be suicidal for the 

railroads to délay the delis ery of goods unnec- 

essarilp, and when there is any delay there is 
a good reason for it. There is one thing the 
wholesale trade don’t seem to take into con- 
sideration. These are five fertilizer manu- 
facturers in Atlahta, who turn out from 75,000 
to 100,000 tons a year, or about 5,000 car loads. 
That is an immense business, and it is compar- 
atively anew thing. The truth of the matter 
is that Atlanta’s trade has ontgrown the ter- 
minal facilities ofthe railroads, and my idea 
is that relief will be found in a belt road.’’ 

Mr. L. L. McCuesxy, of the Air Line road: 
was not in his office, but the chief clerk, 
Mr. Peeples, said that the ‘re had been no delay 
with the Air Line as it had transferred cars to

The Capital Bank Losing All the Cotton 


Which it Held as Collateral—A Strange 


Affair. 

Macox, Ga., February 1.—[Special.]~—The 
Jolin L. Adams cotton forgery matter con- 
tinues the leading topic of conversation, and 
people are wondering where it will Slead. A 
number of farmers came into the city today, 
hunting for their cotton they had stored in 
Adams & Son’s warehouse. Some found a 
few bales, and some discovered the startling 
truth that nota bale of their storage was 
visible in the warehouse, nor any trace of 
funds with which to pay for it. 

When the Capital bank took charge of the 
warehouse on last Saturday it contained 254 
bales, which the bank thought they might call 
their’s, and which would go quite a distance 
on Adams’ indebtedness of $21,000 due the 
bank, but the farmers have been so faithful in 
identifying their cotton by marks and receipts, 
thatthe 254 bales have dwindled to eighty, 
and even this small number the Capital bank 
can’t call its own, for they are liable to be 
claimed by farmers, and the Capital 
bank will find itself holding no 
assets but $18,000 of life insurance 
policies, but unless John L. Adams consents 
to eat something soon the $12,000 of policies 
on his life may soon be collected. 

He has now been in jail since eight o’clock 
Saturday night and not a mouthful of food has 
passed his lips. His condition is certainly de- 
plorable. 

$5,200 OF FORGED DRAFTS. 

The public was astounded today to learn 
that when Mr. Adams was arrested on Satur- 
day forged drafts amounting to nearly $5,200 
were taken off his person. These drafts were 
signed with the names of well known farmers 
of Bibb county, and many of the drafts had al- 
ready been indorsed by Adams & Son, and but 
for John Adams’s arrest on Saturday he would 
doubtless, ere this, have placed these bogus 
drafts in banks or in the hands 
of private capitalists and drawn the money on 
them as easily as he obtained the forty and 
more thousands for which the banks and indi- 
viduals are seeking payment that will doubt- 
less never come.’

As 
the city has agreed to the same thing, the 
swamp Will accordingly be surveyed; and it 
is hoped that the drainage will also be done. 

If the swamp is drained, the health of all 
sections becomes perfect. The health of the 
city in the hottest and dryest summers is 
thoroughly healthy, but physicians and the 
board of health say that if filth and other ac- 
cumulations are allowed to be dumped into 
the swamp without check and drainage, the 
swamp is liable to breed disease, and a pesti- 
lence or epidemic may be the result. 

The people are anxious for the swamp to be 
drained, not only from a standpoint of health, 
but by drainage a large amount of land can. be 
reclaimed which can be used for building and 
farming purposes.

The papers were duly made up, properly di- 
rected and mailed last Thursday. Our mail- 
ing clerk carried them to the oftice where they 
were duly deposited in the mail bags and car- 
ried to and put on the down train. They 
should have been put off at Raccoon, but were 
not, as is evidenced by Postmaster Powell’s 
postal. 

We pay the freight on our papers and put 
plain shipping directions thereon. It is an 
aggravation both to ourselves and our patrons 
that they are not carried promptly 
to their destination. Complaints are 
and have been numerous; so much 
so that we have been very careful to properly 
make up the mail and have it at the office 
here promptly. We are weary of such, and 
now we have an instance that makes it plain 
where the fault is.

violated the constitution and laws of this state; 
also for the enactment of such laws as will undo all 
illegal combinations among such corporations; also 
the enactment of such laws as will re quire corpo- 
rations to confine their operations to the powers.

CAT. BHOPS BU RNED. 


A Large Conflarretion in Cincinnati—The 
Damage Done. 

CINCINNATI, February 19.—Shortly after 3 
o'clock this morning the machine shop, car 
shop and locomotive house of the Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, St. Louis and Chicago railway 
were found to be on fire. A strong wind was 
blowing from the west, and when the firemen 
arrived the entire property was doomed. The 
building in which the fire started wasa one- 
story wooden structure, and was soon not only 
ablaze itself, but sending fire brands into and 
upon all the other bui ‘dings. 

The fire department wasout inits entire 
strength, and devoted its energies to prevent- 
ing the spread of the fire. The Big Four ele- 
vator wasin great danger, but escaped. A 
span of the Cincinnati Southern railway 
bridge approach runs over the works, but 
being of iron, no harm was done except the 
burning of a few ties, which were easily r re- 
placed. The loss to the railroad company’s 
property was complete, and is estimated by 
President Ingalls at $200,000, upon which 
there isan insurance of about half that sum. 
The machinery and buildings were valued at 
£150,000. There were two iocomotives in the 
repair shops and three coaches in the car 
shops.

WILL THEIR LICENSES BE REVOKED? 


That Ordinance Framed by the Anti-Prohibitionists 
Expressiy Declares that Such Shall bethe Case 
When a Dealer is Convicted in the State Courts 
ef Selling Liquors to Minora or Intoxicated Men 
—Mayor Glenn Vetoes the Action of Ceuncil in 

Relieving Robert Braselton 


Red liquor is a hard thing to get away with. 

It isbadfor the drinker and bad for the 
dealer. 

Especially is this true in Atlanta. 

The ordinance for the regulating of the sale 
of liquor in Atlanta, was one of the strictest 
ever passed by a city council. 

Dealers have learned this to their cost. 

Among the many provisions of that lengthy 
ordinance is one that expressly declares that 
any person convicted in the state courts of 
se}ling liquor to minors, or to persons already 
intoxicated, shall be depriv ed of the privilege 

ranted them under their license which shall 

e immediately revoked. 

It further provides that a person convicted 
in recorder’s court of violating any.of the pro- 
visions of the ordinance, shall be subject to the 
same penalties. 

THE FIRST CASES, 

Up to this time there has not been a single 
case brought before the council from the state 
courts, but there has been one from the re- 
corder’s court, 

Last term of the court there were quite ¢ 
number of cases before both the city court and 
superior court; and there was one conviction 
in the former and tive in the latter court, con- 
victions and pleas of guilty. 

The names of these parties are James John- 
son, in the city court; and Pat Johnson, Rob- 
eat Braselton, John B. Sprayberry, J. L. 
Wooten and John A. Holland in superior 
court.

Yesterday Chief Connally ee ained the 
names of the parties, as above mentioned, and 
will report them to the council as v iolators of 
the ordinance. 

Three of them only, Pat Johnson, Robert 
Braselton and John Sprayberry, are to be 
reached, for the reason that James Johnson’s 
case has gone to the supreme court and Hol- 
land had his license transferred July 1, 18538; 
and J. L. Wooten had his transfered January 
1, 1889.

A VERY NICE QUESTION. 

One view of the case is that Holland, having 
transferred his license, the business is no 
longer liable, as it is run by an individual not 
concerned in any way in the violation of the 
law. 

On the other hand, J. L. Weoten had his li- 
cense transferred on January 1, and the ques- 
tion arises, was he not convicted before the 
transfer ? 

According to the letter of the ordinance, was 
not his license revoked immediately on his 
conviction ? 

If this is 80, had he, legally, any license to 
transfer? 

These are points to be settled by the lawyers 
and the courts. 

THE MAYOR'S VETO, 
tobert Braselton petitioned for relief from 
his bond given to the city for the privilege of 
retailing, at the Jast session of council. 

Yesterday Mayor Glenn issued the follow- 
ing veto: 

MAYOR'S OFFICE, ATLANTA, Ga., February 19th, 
18s80—To the Members of the General Council—At 
your last meeting you granted the petition of Robert 
Braselton in which he asked to be relieved ot his 
obigation on the bond which he: exeeuted to the 
city August 6th, 1888, when he obtained li.ense to 
retail liquors at numbers 12 and 14 Whitehail street, 
to whieh action of your body I mustentermy dis- 
sent. 

The ordinance requires the applicant when he 
obtains a retail license to ‘tender a bond, with 
good security inthe sum of $1,000, for the kee ping 
of a decent and orderly house ‘and: for compliance 
with all laws of the state §of Georgia and said 
city, relating to the liquor traffic and the regulation 
thereof, and in case of any and each breach of the 
condition of said bond, the amount thereof shall be 
liquidated, damages and recoverable in aetion in 
favor of said cilv, for the same;’’ and in accordance 
with this requirement Mr. Braseiton made the bond 
with that condition in it, On November 28th, 1888, 
Mr. Braselton was indicted inthe state court for 
selling intoxicating liquors toa minorin violation 
of the laws of the state, and upon arraignment he 
plead girilty to that offense. This wasa breach of 
the condition of his bond and I cannot see any rea- 
son why he should be relieved from the penalty of 
this breach. Itis useless to have an ordinance 
placing restrictions around the liquor traffic, unless 
itis enforced. Under the ordinanceitis the duty 
of council to order suitto be brought upon that

Dr. Hoe.odon arrange d it 
all through, and the understanding was that 
wa were to divide the goods.

Downs’s History. 

Downs, the insane man that stole the goods, 
Is 27 years of age. His fatheris Judge J. W. 

The old 
gentleman was as brave a soldier as there was 
in the confederate army, and since the war has 
been a hardworking, prosperous farmer, and @ 
man of considerable intiuence in his county. 
The family are all well-to-do and highly re- 
spected.

SENT TO THE ASYLUM. 

Jie remained there until December 17, ’87. 

Then his father was allowed to take the 
young man back home. Downs was not dis- 
charged from the asylum, but simply released 
on furlough. It was hoped that home asso- 
clations and the companionship of his wife and 
children would benetit him, especially as he 
himself begged continuously to be sent back 
home. 

The return home did not have the effect in- 
tended. Downs refused to see his wife, and 
seemied to have lost all natural affection for 
his parents and his children. His condition 
grew worse so rapidly that his father was com- 
pelled to lock him up in hisown room. The 
young man was a physical as well as a mental 
wreck. His melancholy took a desperate 
turn eventually, and 

“HE ATTEMPTED SUICIDE 

by swallowing two ounces of laudanum. His 
escape from death was anarrow one. After 
this he made repeated efforts to kill himself, 
keeping his family in constant .suspense and 
dread. He tried to kill himself with a gun, 
and egain witha razor. More than once he 
was caught eating matches, 

Night and day a guard was kept over him. 
Time and again the insane man made efforts to 
escape, resorting to the most ingenious devices 
and persevering with an energy and courage 
that a sane man could never lave displayed. 

Twice he succeeded in escaping from cus- 
tody. 

The first time he was lest for two days, and 
the family and neighbors searched night and 
day, expecting nothing better than the recov- 
ery of his body. He}was found on the edge of 
a millpond with his hat, shoes, coat and vest 
off and arope in his hands. He was cooliy 
preparing to weight himself down and drown 
in the creek. 

The second time he escaped he was out for 
eeven days in the woods. During that time it 
rained almost incessantly and the madman 
was Without food or shelter. He was found 
completely prostrated by the hunger and ex- 
posure, lying in the woods and un: abie to move 
or call. 

Finding that it was impossible to keep his 
son in safety, Judge Downs wrote to Dr. 
Powell, superintendent of the asylum in Mil- 
ledgeville, that he was coming to Milledgeville 
with his son in custody. 

That night 

DOWNS ESCAPED, 

Again asearch was nade and for a month 
afterwards parties would scour the woods for 
miles around Bowden. Descriptive circulars 
and telegrams were sent allover the southern 
states but no trace was found. 

On the 20th of Nevember, six weeks 
Downs had disappeared from home, 
man named G. W. Little stepped at Lithonia. 

As he stepped into the front door of the ho- 
tel he faced young Downs. 

“Why, hello Downs.”

Downs always had plenty of money, so Dr 
Baughman says, but seemed to have no regu- 
lar business.

F. Hammond, on Peach- 
tree, near the junction of Broad. 

Hle went as a patient of Dr. Hammond. 

A few days after he moved in there a strange 
circular made its appearance on the streets. 

lt was headed; 

“Pr. Henry Davis with Joe 
“Health is Wealth. 

The cireular was two-thirds as large as AQ 
page of the ConsrrruTroy, and the ead’ ng 
matter was arranged in columns like a news- 
paper, and broken upinto “saubshe ads.” 

The « reul lar was worded in plain, vulgar, 
SUx westi ve fashion. It was obscene.» Further 
dows m the paper Downs was referred to as 
**Professor lienry Davis, from the Indian 
Territory. Can tell your fortunes. Can tell the 
past ard the futare.”’ 

Downs worked incessantly. When he was 
not attending toa} ath nthe was down at the 
foot of the steps distri ting the cire alars. As 
sate as ll o'clock at night he would stand 
there chattering with the cold and his limbs 
trembling ina palsy like fashion peculiar to 
the physica! disease that had destroved 
réason. . 

He attended to the credulons, ignorant peo- 
ple that came to him for medica] treatment, 
and at the same time told fortunes and die:

The books show that this insane Man, with 
absolutely no experience as a physician, and 
without a friend in Atlanta, came here and 
made his fake practice pay him nearly $200 a 
month. Heisacomplete physical wreck and 
he is insane. 

But he made $200 a month. 

His idea about posing as an Indian doctor was 
doubtless borrowed from his experience with 
Baughman, the Deeatur street man. 

Besides the $250 offered Dr. Hammond for 
the use of his name, Downs paid the office rent 
fortwo months, bought some office furniture, 
and has, in fact, met all the current expenses.

Quitea number of similar inquiries have 
reached Atlanta within the past three or fe nr 
months, and this letter is not-the first o1 1s 
kind that has found its way to Tir COnsTitv- 
TION office. | 

A summary of the available information 
concerning the ‘Interstate Commercial 
Agency” will be read with interest, no doubt, 
by quite a number of people in this and the 
neighboring states. 

At any rate, the letter quoted above was 
handed to Dr. Samuel Hape, president of the 
agency, in his office yesterday. 

The doctor read the letter. He appeared to 
take it all as a matter of course, and if be was 
at all disconcerted or particularly concerned 
there was no evidence of it. 

“Ves,”’ he remarked simply, ‘‘we are annoyed 
quite often by just such letters.”

these subscribers’ reports. We can’tmake up 
a good report unless the subscribers all send in 
their reports. Asa matter of fact, one-fourth 
of our subscribers have not yet sent in their 
report, and we can’t make out our quarterly 
report. We expected to be ready some time 
ago, but the delay on the part of our sub- 
scribers have prevented this. That's all there 
is to it.’’ : 

‘The subscribers have paid—’’ 

“Yes, they all pay in advance. Twelve dol- 
lars is the price of the subscription.” 

“Wasn't the quarterly promised by a cer- 
tain time?” 

“Here is our contract,’’ 
handing a printed blank. 

It reads: 

“Acknowledying the receipt of $12.00 as specified 
{n certificate of membership duly signed and deliv- 
ered, we hereby agree to furnish to —— one Direc- 
tory of associated attorneys, all the notices they 
wish for sending to theirown debtors,and four guar- 
terly publications of delinquents during the term

‘As you will see from that,’’ he continued, 
‘‘we do not specify any time. We agree to de- 
liver four quarterly publications within one 
year from the date of the contract. We shall 
he able to meet all such contracts.” 

“Who are the officers of the company ?’’ 

“IT am virtually the president,’’ said Dr. 
Hiape. “Mr. W. R. Burch and I have just 
bought out all other interests in the agency 
and now own the business. 

IT WAS STARTED 
with J. W. Smith as president and treasurer, 
and C. H. Croft as secretary and general man- 
ager. ‘They grew tired of the business, and 
sold out to Mr. Bureh and me,”’ 

“I Mr. Burch an Atlanta man’ 

‘‘No, he is from Nashville, where he ran an 
agency similar to this for quitea while.

PD sed of Mr. Straus and his sons, Isadore and 

Nathan. 

A few years ago Isadore went to R. H. Macy, 
the famous merchant, and urged him to make 
crockery a departmeut of his business. After 
persuasion Mr. eed agreed, and through 
Straus & Co. teu hased immense 
amounts of crockery every year. 
Young Straus then went to Wanamaker, the 
great Philadelphia merchant, and made him 
the same suggestion. From that day he has sold 
Wanamaker nearly all the crockery he buys. 
With the death of R. H. Macy and of the two 
partners who succeeded him, that business 
came into the hands of Mr. Webster. About 
two years ago he proposed to sell the business 
to Isadore and Nathan Straus, They finally 
purchased an interest in the business, agreeing 
to take active part, and they now control the 
enormous business of R. H. Macy & Co.,which, 
in conjunction with Mr. Webster, they own

It isan enormous business, unique in the 
history of mercantile enterprises. In one day 
over 60,000 people by actual count came in the 
store. There are about 2,100 employes and the 
sales have reached nearly $100,000 a day. Al- 
most any article you can conceive of can be 
bought in that store. There is an immense 
restaurant which feeds 2,000 people per day. 
The average attendance at the store reaches 
20,000. 

There is no such thing as credit about the 
store. Mr. Vanderbilt could not buy a dime’s 
worth and have it charged. There 
simply no books to charge it

of credits, enables Macy to undersell any house 
on earth, and this, it is claimed, they do.
